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Decision on Petition 



This a decision on the petition under 37 CFR L 137(b), filed November 5, 2004, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration must be submitted v^ithin TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date 
of this decision. No fiarther petition fee is required for the request. Extensions of time under 37 
CFR 1. 136(a) are permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled 
"Renewed Petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b)/' 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely reply to the non-final Office action mailed 
March 14, 2002. No extensions of time under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136(a) were obtained. 
Accordingly, this application became abandoned on June 15, 2002. A Notice of Abandonment 
was mailed October 23, 2002. 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) must be accompanied by: 
(\) the required reply, 

(2) the petition fee, 

(3) a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .137(b) was unintentional, and 

(4) a terminal disclaimer and fee if the application was filed on or before June 8, 1 995 or if the 
application is a design application. 

The instant petition lacks item (2). Although the papers state they are accompanied by a credit 
card authorization form, Office records fail to indicate such a form was processed. In addition, 
even had the form been processed, the petition would still need to be dismissed since the fee due 
on November 5, 2004, was $685 and not $665. The amount due for a fee is determined at the 
time the fee is paid in full. The current fee for a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 137(b) is $750. 
Therefore, petitioner must submit $750.
